Based 
off of his reccenxnendation, he feels it not wise that we allow Mr. Jurek an 
opportunity for to re-enter this program even though he too is not at liberty 
to discuss the problems that they had with the police department and Mr. 
Jurek. Since no criminal charges were brought up against this gentleman, I 
feel this is as far as we can go. The department seems to have put us at a 
dead end. I hope this will help to resolve this issue to at least your 
satisfaction.
